INSPECT OAIRY FARMS 
More Hisn fifty 
thousand 
dairy 
farms in Pennsylvania are now being 
carefully inspected by officers of the 
State D etrim ent of Health in further­ 
ance of the campaign 
which State 
Health Commissioner Dixon is wag 
ing to give the people pure milk 
This is the seventh inspection of it* 
kind that tile department has made aud 
each one lias linen productive of great­ 
ly improved sanitary conditions on the 
dairy farms as shown by the reports of 
the health officers. The inspections 
are made at stated periods throughout 
the year. They extend not only to the 
premises producing milk wholesale and 
retail distribution, but also to every 
farm 
producing 
milk for male at 
creameries,to butter making establish 
aunts, cheese factories, conder tori es. 
etc. 
The cleanliness of the cow. the sam 
tary condition of the stable, the cow 
yard und the milk house are all care 
fully investiguted und rigidly report 
ed. The cleanliness of the persons who 
do the milking receives particular 
attention. Teen there is the matter of

Chalons Bur Marne, France, April 
13,—The “champagne war,” which ha* 
started again in the wine district of 
Marne, because of the senate's action 
in adopting a resolution favoring the 
suppression of all territorial delimita 
tlous in the champagne districts, as 
likely to provoke dissension In vari­ 
ous sections of France, has assumed a 
serious aspect. 
The rioting threatens to assume the 
proportions of the widespread disor­ 
ders in the champagne districts four 
years ago, which resulted in the pro­ 
clamation of martial law.

ticles now dutiable under the general 
tariff.

The reciprocity hill introduced fry j 
.Mr. Underwood is practically the sam e! 
as that introduced In the last session I 
by Mr. McCall, Republican, and re 
introduced by him at the opening of 
this session. A clause was added in 
the caucus authorizing the president 
to continue negotiations with Canada 
for reciprocity in articles not covered 
by the present agreement. 


Free List For Farm ers. 


The free list bill is designed to 
plat ate farm ers for agricultural losses 
which they will sustain under the re 
ciprocity agreem ent, but It contains 
also some foodstuffs and boots and 
shoes.

Senator Penrose, of Pennsylvania, 
who will become the new chairm an of 
the com m ittee on finance, Is said to 
be friendly to the bill and will urge 
favorable ac tion. The friends of the 
bill also m ake a decided gain in the 
absence of Senator 
Hale from the 
committee. He not only opposed the 
m easure in com mittee, but obstructed 
It In the senate at the last session. 
Senator Hailey, of Texas, who move* 
up to the place of senior minority 
m em ber of th e committee, is opposed 
to the bill, and will make an effort to 
have it amended. 
Senator Cummins. 
of Iowa, who probably will have one 
of the places to lie assigned to the in 
surgents on the committee, also will 
seek to have the m easure amended, 
but from a friendly point of view.

The time was not rery long ago when 
a draft horse was supposed to hare a 
short, upright pastern and ag upright 
shoulder. 
The inference was that a 
horse with a short, upright pastern 
was stronger than a horse that had a 
long sloping pastern. 
I am not pre­ 
pared to deny that statement, says Dr. 
Henry O. Reed. I don’t know but that 
there is something in it. 
If you take 
a draft horse with a straight up and 
down formation there is a possibility, 
everything else being equal, that that 
horse might move a heavier load than 
a horse with a springing pastern. Why 
do not we want that? 
That is what 
draft horses are for. and lf they have 
a formation which will enable them to 
move a heavier load why is not that 
the correct formation? 
It is simply 
because these horses will not wear. 
You all know that the best of these 
draft horses get into the city; they 
spend their lives drawing drays up and 
down the paved streets of the city, 
and every time the horse with a 
straight up and down formation put* 
his foot on the hard pavement it is a 
straight up and down im pact and the 
horse will become sore before he is on 
the pavement any considerable time. 
Take a horse with a pastern fairly 
long nnd sloping; every time he puts 
his foot down there is a spring which 
relieves the concussion, and as a re­ 
sult of that the hoof will stand the 
wear and tear a much greater period 
than a horse with a short up and 
down formation. We Uke a fairly slop­ 
ing shoulder for the same reason. We 
ought not to be carried away with the 
fact that

The market today does not want It, 
though I think possibly In some canes 
a long pastern and sloping shoulder 
are lM<coming a fad. 
I have seen horses that were too 
long and sloping In the pastern and 
sloping too much In the shoulder, but 
we want to get Hway from that short, 
upright formation, and we ought not 
to go too far the other way—there is 
always danger of going to the other 
extreme. 
Here we have a mare with 
a fairly well sloping pastern and a 
fairly sloping shoulder, far from the 
old fashioned formation and not at all 
too much for the up to date draft 
horse.

Baca ase of the iialatability 
and succulence silage iiossesses 
higher feeding value than does 
the same forage dry cured. Con­ 
servative feeders estimate that 
the silo doubles the value of the 
forage crop. 
Silage can be used in summer 
nnd fall to supplement pasture. 
It has been conclusively prov­ 
ed that the silo effects a consid­ 
erable saving In the cost of pro­ 
duction of tieef, mutton and 
milk. 
The silo enables the farmer 
to keep more live stock, which 
promotes the rotation of crojis 
and the preservation of soil fer­ 
tility.
